CRICKET. 

A meeting of the Notts County Cricket Club was 
held on Saturday, to consider the agenda of business 
to be submitted to the meeting at Lord’s on Monday 
next, Dec. 10. Captain Denison presided. Upon 
the question of five balls to the over being bowled, 
instead of four as at present, the committee were 
evenly divided ; and Captain Denison, being upon the 
sub-committee of the Maryleboue Club, which has 
the matter under consideration, declined to give a 
casting vote. ‘lhe meeting approved of a bowler 
being permitted to change ends as often as he 
pleased, provided he does not bowl two consecutive 
overs, and were in favour of a proposen that the side 
batting should have power to declare their innings 
terminated whenever they pleased. 

Lord Harris’s proposal that for cricket purposes 
county boundaries should not be interfered with by 
the Local Government Act was approved, but altera- 
tions of rules as to residential qualifications propo-ed 
by Sussex and Cheshire were disapproved. ‘lhe 
committee favoured Derbyshire’s proposal that a 
cricketer born out of England should be permitted 
to play for any county which he declared to be his 
permanent place of residence, subject, however, to 
the approval of the Marylebone Club. The com- 
mittee decided to play seven first-class matches, viz., 
with Yorkshire, Lancashire, Gloucestershire, Kent, 
Surrey, Middlesex, and Sussex, and have arranged 
to play matches with Derbyshire. The invitations 
of Warwickshire and Leicestershire, together with 
one from Cambridge University, were declined in 
consequence of the difficulty in arranging dates. 


CAMBRIDGE TRIAL EIGHTS.

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when they saw the life-boat, raised a feebie 
cheer, which was hali lost in the roar of the 
wind and waves. ‘The rescuers, seeing that the 
position of the shipwrecked men became increés- 
ingly perilous, strained every muscle to reach 
the poor fellows, but they were much hindered, 
not only by the fury of the sea, but by masses of 
wreckage which floated round the ship. 

They were, nevertheless, able to bring off all 
the crew, although two were rescued with great 
‘difficulty. They had lashed themselves together, 
and were at an inaccessible part of the rigging. 
A life-line was thrown them, and, seizing it, 
they jumped boldly into the foam and were 
hauled on board greatly exhausted. Rescuers 
and rescued were greeted on approaching the 
shore with deafening cheers. ‘J'he shipwrecked 
men were hardly able to walk when they landed. 
They had been lashed to their masts, with the 
waves continually breaking over them, for about 
eight hours, and were numbed and extremely 
exhausted. The vessel was the barque Estrella 
de Chile, of Glasgow, 582 tons gross. She left 
Whitehaven for the River Plate with a cargo of 
steel rails on the previous Friday, and was 
beaten back into the Solway by strong adverse 
winds at midnight on the Saturday. Soon after 
she struck the Robin Rigg bank the mate was 
washed overboard and drowned. Very shortly 
after the crew were rescued by the life-boat, tie 
masts, to which they had been lashed, snapped 
and disappeared. 


LIFE-BOAT CAPSIZED OFF WHITBY. 


Every storm brings its perils to our hardy life- 
boat men, who, nevertheless, dauntlessly launch 
their light blue craft on its errand of mercy. At 
Staithes, ten miles north of Whitby, on Tuesday 
weck, the fishing cobbles were caught in a gale 
whilst taking in their lines. The life-boat, which 
had previously been off in attempting further 
rescues, upset, and ten of the crew of twelve 
men were, it was at first feared, drowned. ‘Two 
men swam ashore. The crew of one of the 
cobbles, numbering three men, were in the lifs- 
boat when it upset. The accident happened 
just as the life-boat men were assisting the crew 
of the cobble into the life-boat. ‘There was a 
fearful sea. One of the Whitby national life- 
boats left in tow of a tug to search in the hope of 
finding the survivors. j 


Great relief was experienced at Staithes by the 
receipt of a telegram from Middlesbrough stating 
that the missing life-boat had safely arrived there 
with its crew. Jt appears that the life-boat was 
first launched at two o’clock, when she conveyed 
forty cobbles through the surf to the shore. Then 
she landed and launched again at five o’clock, 
and having taken the crew out of a cobble, was 
making for the shore with the drogue and whole 
length of rope out—the sea running enormously 
high, but very short. ‘The first breaker lifted the 
boat on end, while the second, driving the drogue 
forward, slacked the rope, when the boat broached 
to, and thirteen of the fifteen men in her were 
thrown into the sea. Eight of the life-boat’s 
crew and two of the cobble’s men regained the 
life-boat. The coxswain and one of the crew 
were driven ashore alive. Only one life-boatman 
perished, and his body has been recovered. He 
leaves a widow, but no children. The boat 
anchored, and at ten o’clock a steamer passing 
took her in tow to Middlesbrough. The men 
returned home. 


WRECK OF THE DOUGLAS. 


On that same trying Tuesday of last week 
twenty-three of the crew of the full-rigged iron 
ship Douglas, of Liverpool, from the Gulf of 
California to Hamburg, with guano, were landed 
at Great Yarmouth by the smack Petrel, of that 
port, and were received at the Great Yarmouth 
Sailors’ Home. The Douglas appears to have 
encountered the full force of the recent gales. 
When off Texel, her mainmast fell, and two men 
who were in the rigging at the time were carried 
away and drowned. Later on, the mizenmast 
went by the board; and the ship, which had a 
large hole knocked in her by the fall of the main- 
mast, became leaky. 'The Petrel fell in with her, 
and at considerable risk succeeded in rescuing 
the whole of the remainder of the crew. The 
Douglas had been previously smashed up. A 
steamer named the Chester came up and took the 
Douglas in tow; but the hawser parted, and the 
Chester had to abandon her to her fate. There

IMPRISONED LIGHT-HOUSE 
KEEPERS. 

Intelligence from Ramsay, Isle of Man, says 
the stormy weather considerably lulled during 
Tuesday se’nnight, and a successful attempt was 
made next day to relieve the imprisoned keepers 
on the Chickens Light-house. William Biggs was 
tuken off, but in consequence of the heavy seas 
was landed at Port Erin, whence he was conveyed 
home to Port St. Mary in a carriage. His medical 
attendant reports him to be very ill, and suffer- 
ing acutely from internal inflammation. John 
Black, the principal keeper, thought at one time 
he was dead. Black says both himself and the 
other keeper had their energies severely taxed to 
attend to the light and to their sick comrade, and 
reports that he never underwent such anxiety 
and fatigue during his ten years’ experience on 
rock stations. 


A sad story comes from Deal.—Great excite- 
ment was caused at Deal on Saturday morning, 
consequent upon the wreck of a barque, ap- 
parently an English vessel, and the loss of all 
hands, on the Goodwin Sands. About nine 
o’clock the vessel was seen from the shore at 
Deal. Shortly afterwards she apparently struck 
on the Sands, and then, to the consternation of 
all, rapidly disappeared. As soon as the cir- 
cumstance was known the Kingsdown life-boat 
put off to the scene of the disaster, and did not 
return to the shore until four hours later. The 
boat cruised about in the vicinity of the Sands, 
but could discover no trace of the unfortunate 
vessel, beyond an empty ship’s boat. ‘There was 
no name, however, on the boat, and nothing 
whatever by which to identify the vessel, which 
was lost within sight of the shore. All these in- 
stances of the readiness of our Life-boat crews to 
risk their lives to save mariners in distress point 
to one moral: that one of the grandest insti- 
tutions in the land to help is the National Life- 
Boat Institution, whose Secretary is Mr. Dibdin,

THE PARNELL COMMISSION. 


Tux proceedings of the Parnell and Times Com- 
mission drag their slow length along, in the Royal 
Courts of Justice. Proceedings began on Tuesday 
morning with the proffer of an amende honorable to 
the Court on behalf of Mr. Gornall, Colonel Mellor, 
and Dr. Kershaw, all of whom were implicated in the 
issue of the placard at Radcliffe, last week, calling 
meetings to hear addresses from Mr. Robert Mitchell 
and Miss Norah Fitzmaurice respecting, amongst 
other things, the murder of that lady’s father, 
“through the instrumentality of the National 
League.” Sir James Hannen, having heard the 
apologies, said that the matter would be allowed to 
pass, though he hoped it would serve as a general 
warning. Cornelius Callagher, Jeremiah O’Connor, 
and Miss Ellen Fitzgerald then went into the witness- 
box in succession, and gave evidence with regard to 
the condition of affairs in Millstreet and the 
vicinity seven years ago and subsequently. Each had 
been subjected to nocturnal raids, and gave details 
of various acts of violence committed either upon 
themselves or their relatives, but their stories were of 
a comparatively prosaic kind, and presented no 
specially prominent feature. Then we went back to 
Kerry to hear from ‘thomas O’Connor more about 
the foundation of the League at Castleisland in 1880. 
Into the operations of this district branch O’Connor 
gave us a very important insight. It had, he said, 
an inner circle known as ‘* The Boys,” and he was 
ersuaded to join them, being told that he ought to 
e ‘proud to be a soldier of Parnell’s, and to get 
paid for doing nearly nothing.” ‘‘ The Boys” took 
an oath, and at their meetings suggestions were made 
respecting the desirability of removing certain rent- 
paying tenants “off the face of the ground.” 
O’Connor acknowledged having taken part in various 
expeditions of ‘‘'The Boys.” “guy 

When the examination in chief came to an end, 
Sir Charles Russell, who had been assiduously taking 
a full note of O’Connor’s evidence, declined to be 
forced to do more than open his cross-examination, 
but this he proceeded to do in a series of questions of 
the most searching and cogent character, which 
showed the extent to which a vast experience may 
enable Counsel to dispense with previous information. 
The duel between Sir Charles and O’Connor was 
watched with breathless interest, and as it proceeded 
O’Connor got evidently more and more embarrassed, 
and professed not to understand some of the clearest 
of the questions they put to him. Little by little the 
admission was dragged from him that he came to 
give evidence at the instance of the Loyal and 
Patriotic Union, of which Mr. E. C. Houston is the 
secretary, and one letter after another was produ 
by him after he had denied possession of them. 

We understand that on Monday subpoenas were 
served, on behalf of the Times, on Mr. James 
O’Connor, sub-editor of United Ireland, and Mr. P. 
C. M‘Gongh, solicitor, to attend the Parnell Com- 
mission in order to give evidence and produce docu- 
meuts.

In conjunction with his faithful friend 
and colleague, Mr. John Billington, and Toole’s 
company, Mr. Toole has been entertaining 
a succession of provincial audiences, the latest 
admirers to rally round the favourite comedian being 
his numerous friends at Cambridge and at Brighton. 
He could not have visited Mrs. Nye Chart’s Brighton 
playhouse at a more opportune time. It is the 
height of the Brighton Season; and goodly gather- 
ings of visitors as well as of townsfolk have been 
drawn to the Brighton Theatre Royal by the engage- 
ment of Mr. Toole, who is here portrayed in the part 
of “ The Don,” or the Rev. Horace Millekin, in Mr.

“The Don” is one of Mr. ‘Toole’s happiest 
creations; and we shall all be happy to see 
him again in the part of the University Don, who 
has to undergo a rich variety of embarrassing ex- 
periences whilst struggling between the calls of Duty 
and of Affection. 


Mr. Richard Mansfield has given up the Lycenm 
to Mr. Irving for the tinal rehearsals of ‘* Macbeth,” 
to be revived with much splendour by Mr. Irving, 
who is to favour us with the fruits of his latest study 
of the chief part, whilst Ellen Terry is, on dit, to 
give 2 fresh reading of Lady Macbeth. ‘ ‘he 
Monk’s Room ” is running so well at the Globe that 
this powerful play will probably find another home 
when Mr. Mansfield (now on tour at the Liverpool 
Alexandra) transfers ‘‘ Prince Karl’*to that theatre 
on Dec. 22, playing ‘‘ Editha’s Burglar” as a front 
piece, with Lal Brough and Gracie Murielle. 


Such exorbitant rents are asked for existing 
theatres in London that I’m not surprised to learn 
from well-informed ‘‘ Carados,”’ of the Referee, that 
Mr. Augustus Harris is to erect a resplendent play- 
house of his own. Meantime the supremely suc- 
cessful drama of ‘‘ The Armada ” must shortly be 
withdrawn from Old Drury, the great stage being 
required night and day for the rehearsals of ‘* The 
Babes in the Wood.” Messrs. Gatti withdraw ‘‘ The 
Union Jack” on the current Saturday night, and 
throw themselves into the rehearsals of the new 
Adelphi drama, which MM. Sims and Pettitt have 
had to burn the midnight oil to finish in time for 
production this side of Christmas. I am desired 
by the Princess’s manager to say that Miss Grace 
Hawthorne has leased the house forfive years, and that 
Mr. Wilson Barrett’s reappearance cannot take 
place till after the run of ‘‘ Hands Across the Sea.”

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN,— 

Pray step inside, and see how we’re a-getting 
our hands in for Christmas. The same old game 
being played? What else could ye expect in the 
Westminster arena? Bless ye, they’re all 
sparring for prizes—whether the ring be on the 
stage of the Aquarium Theatre (where adroit 
Manager David De Pinna has pitched it this 
week), or within the Palace of Westminster. The 
goal is office, in the latter case; the reward, 
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a purse, in the former—‘‘ when you come to 
think of it” (as Herbert Campbell sings). 
Yes; blithe De Pinna tempts us to the Aquarium 
just now with the three Busy B’s—Blondin, 
Beckwith, and Boxer. I’m delighted to see my 
old high-rope and swimming friends jocund as 
ever, as lissom and as dapper as of old. Don’t 
omit to see Blondin and Beckwith the evening ye 
go in for la boxe (as our French friends have it). 
Depend upon beholding a fine patrician 
gathering round the ring — realising the 
famous lithograph of the gallant Sayers v. 
Heenan fight — when blonde moustached 
De Pinna introduces those practised boxers, 
“The Strand Chicken ” (William Henry Smith) 
and ‘‘The Liberal Slogger” (William Vernon 
Harcourt)! What do I think of their styles? 
Well, Harcourt is the most showy: liveliest in 
an elephantine way ; but he doesn’t know when 
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to stop, and goes about beating the air when a 
short and sharp finish might give him the 
victory, Smith is admirably neat: plants his 
blow, and gete quickly away; and leaves it to 
superior weight to tell in his favour in the 
division at the ropes. Twig the ‘‘ Kernouzers’’ 
watching the match? — Eye-glassed Harry 
Chaplin and stolid Hartington (with Henry 
Labouchere betwixt ’em), ‘‘ Mr. Spaker, sorr,’’ 
with his hat on, to keep up appearances ; Lord 
Randolph cheek by jowl with Lord Salisbury 
(who looks as if he ’d like to see ‘‘ a black man’”’ 
being doubled-up by Harcourt) ; Lord Cross and 
Johnny Morley. They’re going for the gloves, 
and no mistake at Westminster. 


Now, I fancy many of our friends “‘ up for the 
Cattle Show ” will like to know where to go after 
the judging is over. They couldn’t have a better 
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guide, philosopher, and friend than 
Prince Bonhomme. He makes it a | 
point to see the best things produced 
in town. Failing him, I counsel ye to 
drop into the Gaiety, and see the 
rollicking burlesque of ‘‘ Faust Up to 
Date’’—no doubt made to fit the 
Wiedemann v. Walpole case (vide 
canvas cartoon !), of which the very 
latest Faust will probably hear more. 
Zim-Zim-Zig-a-Zig! That’s the 
watchword—‘‘ Nadgy,’’ but its nice— 
of comical Arthur Roberts and chie 
little Vanoni at the Avenue (which 
Prince Bonhomme preferred even to 
the Lyric supping Eden). If, like 
unto the Reverend Stewart Headlam, 
your fondness for the terpsichorean art 
be unconquerable (read his erudite 
“Theory of Theatrical Dancing” if 
ye would shine as a Fairy Brunin this 
Christmas)—if the ‘light fantastic 
toe” be your weakness, then drop 
into the Empire to see Katti Lanner’s 
` seductive ‘“‘ Diana,” or into the Al- 
hambra to admire the gorgeous 
beauty of ‘‘ Antiope.’’ For dainty 
Robertsonian comedy, see ‘‘ Sweet 
Lavender.” Fora night of laughter, 
see Penley in ‘* Uncles and Aunts,” or 
visit ‘‘Cox and Box” and “Mamma” 
at tne Court. “Which is right? 
Come and judge for yourselves!” I 
have obeyed Mr. Rutland Barring- 
ton’s behest; I have been to the St. 
James’s, and am of opinion that there 
is the material of a new Neilson in the 
fair and charming heroine of ‘‘ Brant- 
inghame Hall’’—nay, that sweetly sym- 
pathetic Julia Neilson, when her rare 
powers ripen, will eclipse her name- 
sake. I confess I was touched by the 
true ring of her dulcet voice. Isn’t 
Rose Norreys delightful also as a 
“ little Radical”? Altogether, Rut- 
land Barrington (who makes up as the
